DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to Application 10/8582,202 filed 6/9/06. Claims 
1-6 are pending with claims 1 and 5 in independent form. 

Priority 

This Application is a National Stage Application of PCT/JP04/18497 filed 
12/10/04, which claims priority to Foreign Application JP 2003-414833. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or fairly suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art, in conjunction 
with all the other limitations of the claims: 

With respect to claims 1 and 5 and all their dependencies: 

• An information processing device and method for use in an information 
processing system that communicates with a point managing device to 
manage accumulation and use of a point that is usable as an exchange 
value exchangeable with a predetermined product for each point ID 
information set for a user and a mobile terminal that stores electronic 
money and has an electronic money processing function to execute a 
predetermined command to add/subtract the stored amount of money and 
is identifiable with an electronic money function ID in association with the

electronic money processing function where the information processing 
system stores an association between the point ID information and the 
electronic money function ID information where a command is generated 
to redeem a received number of points for electronic money at a 
predetermined redeeming rate and adding the electronic money obtained 
by the redeeming and transmitting the command to the mobile terminal 
identified with the electronic money function ID information associated with 
the retrieved point ID information 
The prior art of record fails to provide sufficient teaching or motivation to one of 

ordinary skill in the art to provide the additionally recited features of these claims in the 

combinations as claimed.
